STUDY OF COMPARATIVE RELIGIONS. 


The Parliament Will Afferd an Unprece- 
ented Opportunity for It. 

“The Parliament of Religions; is Christ Ex- 
clusive,”” was the topic discussed by the Rev. 
S. J. McPherson yesterday morning at the 
Second Presbyterian Church. In the gospel 
of St. John, Chap. 14, verse 6, “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life,” was the text 


chosen by Dr. McPherson and applied to the 
‘parliament of religions which will be held 


at the Art Institute during the ensuing fort- 
night. Said Dr. McPherson. 

It is, in the first place, a unique assembly that 
convenes tomorrow; papers will be read from the 
representatives of all the existing historic faiths, 
feticism and Mormonism being perhaps the only 
two excluded. In addition there will be the pres- 
entation of all modifications of historic religions. 
I cannot believe but that this parliament will af- 
ford the best single opportunity in the history of 
man for the study of comparative religion. It will 
be the most novel and at the same time the most 
interesting exhibit that a World’s Exposition 
could make, for it represents the grandest suc- 
cesses and the most pathetic failures in the high- 
est plane of human endeavor. In its series of 
object lessons our possibly unjust prejudices 
may be corrected, and it may teach the 
humanity which we share with all religions. It 
will ‘be a general demonstration of spiritual 
life as against materialism. It will discrim- 
inate humanity as higher than nature and soul 
as above matter. Christianity has nothing to 
fear from the light. If our faith has not the in- 
herent power to conquer the world, we can't save 
it, for the power that made it great was not that 
of man. The danger I apprehend in such a par- 
liament is the lack of candor that there may be 
in the explanation of necessarily conflicting opin- 
ions. From an ethical point of view the repre- 
sented religions have few points of common view. 
The emphasis of morality is putin a different 
place in all these religions. _ a 

Dr. McPherson touched on the main differ- 
ences between the historic faiths to be repre- 
sented in the parliamént and closed with a 
masterful argument tending to show Chris- 
tianity could lose nothing by placing its tenets 
in opposition to those of other faiths. 


WILL LEAD TO TRUER FRATERNITY. 
(The Rev. L. J. Dinsmore Says the Congress 


Will Lessen Narrowness. 


At the Church of Our Father, No. 80 Hall 


street, the Rev. L. J. Dinsmore preached an 


interesting sermon on The Congress of the 
World’s Religion yesterday morning. He 
quoted the text: ) 

‘That they should seek after God, if happily 
they might feel after him and find him, though be 
is not far from each one of us; for in him we live 
and move and have our being,—Acts xvii., 28. 

He drew a picture of St. Paul at Athens 
and the new religion which he brought from 
a despised race and faith to the intellectual 
center of the world. St. Paul’s Christianity 
was univeral and knew no creed or sect. He 
did not declare that because others did not 
acknowledge his faith they were totally 
lost, but that truth wherever found is of the 
same divine strain, and is just as exalted 
when coming from a heathen’s lips as from 
the mouth of a prophet. Continufng he said: 

It is this, the religion of humanity, the religion 
of the world, that Christian progress means; the 
most reverent thoughts of God and man, the 
loftiest conceptions of human life and destiny, 
working out from under the control of all bigotry 
and narrowness, and local pride, and priestly ex- 
clusiveness, and gradually appealing to the 
universal moral and religious instincts of our 
common human uature, and becoming the es- 
sential elements of a religion that shall indeed 
belong to all men and helt the globe with kindly 
sympathies. 

The God idea has been smothered with. every 
sort of materialistic notion until it has come to 
mean to vast multitudes hardly anything more 
than the rising or setting of the sun; and the 
matter of righteousness has shrunk to the pleas- 
ing of the priesthood. God is still speaking to 
the world in every call to a more unselfish living, 
to duty. and devotion. 

God and immortality—righteousness and duty— 
these are the bases of all religions, and the things 
that divide them into alien churches are largely 
the temporary and local institutions that have 
been built upon them, 

The parliament of religions is certainly one 
most significant stob towards the realization of a 
broader and truer world embracing fraternity.

NO FUN ON THE TRIP. 


DETROIT FOOTBALL PLAYERS HAVE 
A TALE OF WOE 


Say the Chicago Athletic Club Invited 
Them to Come Here and Play, Making 
Specific Promises as to Their Entertain- 
ment Which Were Not Kept-Complain 
of Lack of Hospitality, Soap, and Towels 
The Visitors Go Home Disappointed 
with Their Hosts. 

rhaps the most disgusted men in town 
yesterday were the members of the Detroit 

Athletic club football team; To be sure, 

their hosts, the Chicago Athletic club, de- 

feated them Saturday night in the Stock 

Pavilion at the World’s Fair, but that is not 

the reason they were with Chicago 

in general and the Chicago Athietic club in 
particular. This is the story as they under- 
stand it: 

A week or two agothe manager of the 
Detroit Athletic club eleven received letters 
from Chicago inviting him to send a team 
down to the World’s Fair to play football 
with the Chicago Athletic club’ eleven. 
Transportation expenses were offered in 
advance and a right royal welcome was as- 
sured. All sorts of inducements wére 


held out if the Detroit Athletic club would 


only pick up a few men and come to Chicago. 
Among other things it was said the visiting 
team would bedriven to the groundsin a 
coach and a little supper would be enjoyed by 
the members of both elevens after the game. 
Further than this, tickets to the World’s Fair 
were to be furnished to the visitors during 
their stay in Chicago. In short, the Detroit 
manager was given to understand that his 
team would be treated to a friendly game and 
a jolly time by a brother athletic club. 
Come as Friends. 


Anxious to promote good feeling between 


the two clubs and to enjoy a good time in 
Chicago, the Detroit. club accepted the terms. 
The eleven left Detroit Friday night, arriv- 
ing at the Polk Street Depot Saturday morn- 
ing. To their amazement no one was on 
hand to welcome them or to even show them 
the way to the Chicago Athletic club-house. 
In course of time, however, they arrived at 
the gorgeous new club-house of the Chicago 
Athletic Association. There was considerable 
difficulty in getting in. No one was on hand 
who was willing to take the responsibility of 
admitting so many strangers to the rooms of 
the club. After considerable delay, however, 
they were reluctantly admitted. Seemg no 
entertainment in store for them they divided 
up and went to the Fair in squads for the 
day. , 

At supper time, when they returned, they 
were shown to the dining-room, where a num- 
ber of the Chicago players were already seat- 
ed. No one paid any attention to them and 
they were permitted to get what supper they 
could without interruption. One of the De- 
troit players, who is considerably wrought up 


over his shabby treatment in Chicage, says | 


the Chicago Athletic club players got ail that 
was good to eat and try as he might all he 
could get was a little ronst beef and bread. 
This is possibly a trifle exaggerated, but it at 
least shows the feeling entertained by the vis- 
itors. 


After this repast both elevens dressed for | 


the game. The Chicago men got ready first 


and left for the grounds, leaving the others to | 


follow as best they might. They were direct- 
ed by the policeman on the corner to the Ii.

Comparison of Treatment. 

The game was one of the kind that tends to 
prejudice people against football and football 
players. It was characterized by loose play- 
ing and by any amount of “dirty work.” 
That didn’t bother the Detroiters, however, 
and they even went so far as to say they were 
treated better during the game than they 
were before on after it. 

After the ball was over the goal for the 
last time the players made their way to the 
city by means of the “‘ cattle cart,“ sitting in 
the draught, covered with dirt and wet 
through with perspiration. They straggled 
into the club house one by one and in due 
time found their way to the shower baths. 
Then a new difficulty confronted

Friends of the bathers vainly searched the ad- 
joining washrooms and were at last rewarded 
by discovering two small pieces of scouring 
soapinan unused drawer.

(TWO MEN MURDERED MME, WRIGHT. 


Both Arrested Through a Tell-Tale Watch 
and One Confesses the Crime, 

Kansas Crrr, Mo., Sept. 10.—[Special.]— 
Harry Jones and John Clark were arrested 
here today for the murder of Mme. Wright, 
employment agent, Saturday night. Clark 
confessed. Jones denies the crime. 
was discharged from the Kansas State peni- 
tentiary Sept. 4, where he had - served 
a fiyeyear term for burglary. He 
claims to have come from New Tork 
‘originally. Jones came from Peoria, III., 
five years ago. For six weeks he has been out 
of employment, and several times applied in 
vain to Mme. Wright. Friday night he met 
Clark for the first time in a Kansas City, Kas., 
saloon. He unfolded to the ex-convict, ac- 
cording to the confession, his scheme to 
murder Mme, Wright for the money she was 
supposed to have on her person. Saturday 
at 5:80 the two men waited opposite her 
window on Ninth street. When her clerk left 
the office Jones went up-stairs, knocked the 
old lady down, and choked her into insensibil- 
ity. Then from the window he signaled 


Clark, who went up-stairs and guarded the 


door while Jones got $350 from her clothes 
and tied her wrists and ankles together. Then 
the men left and divided the booty,.Clark re- 
ceiving the old lady’s watch as part of his 
share. He carelessly: gave that watch to a 
friend today, who immediately took it to the 
police, who identified it as Mme. Wright’s, 
and led to his arrest half an hour later.

rattler in a South Clark street muse- 
um. was taken to the County 
Hospital and was delirious for many hours, 

There was quite a commotion in the Clark 
street museum Saturday morning when a big 
box, gingerly handled by the Adams Express 
messenger, was brought to the office. The 
box was consigned from Tampa, Fla., to C. 
W. Clifford, and painted in uncouth char- 
acters on the rough pine side was the speak-

SNAKES AND ADDERS. 
PLEAZ DON’T TOUCH. — 


„Get those things out of here, Clifford,” 
was the manager’s polite request as he pointed 
with his cane to the box and handed Clifford 
the bill of lading. Clifford demurred, saying 
they were safe in the box, and at this juncture 
Walter Ralston, the snake charmer, came up 
and carried the box away under his arm and 
hid it in the cellar. Afterwards Clifford made 
a deal with Ralston by which the latter was to 
receive half the snakes if he tamed them. 

Ralston, who has been showing at the mu- 
seum for the last two weeks with a choice col- 
lection of South African cobras and Brazilian 
boa constrictors, crept down into the cellar 
after the 11 o’clock performance and pre- 
pared to inspect his new pets. The box he 
had purposely placed against the water pipes 
in the sub-cellar and most of the reptiles were 
torpid with the cold when Ralston raised the 
lid of the. box. Underneath this lid was a 
heavy wire screen, in the center of which was 
a roughly-constructed wire door just big 
enough to permit an arm to be thrust 
through. b 

Dangerous Occupants of the Box. 


In the box were seven Florida rattlers and 
two adders. The Florida snakes were what are 
known as diamond rattlers, with matted 
markings, checkered with livid streaks in dia- 
mond form. Ralston says he had his hand 
on the wire door and was looking in when one 
of the rattlers, raising up quietly, fastened ite 
fangs in his flesh. Facts are somewhat ad- 
verse to this statement, as Ralston was re- 
covering from delirium when he made it. 

Ralston had been in the cellar over an hour 
when the accident occurred; and the furnace 


man says when he. passed by Ralston | 


was playing with one of the smailer snakes 
the wire door to the box was open. It is 
ught that while so employed the great 
diamond rattler escaped from the box at first 
unnoticed. Ralston, when he saw the great 
reptile coiling on the floor, grabbed a blanket 
and tried to throw it over the animal’s head. 
The enraged reptile sprung forward as the 
blanket was thrown. Then in the dimly lit 
cellar ensued a strange combat. 

The Pinkerion watchman kt the head of the 
stairs remarked to the Bohemian glass blower, 
who was passing at the time: 

“ Ralston is having a whole lot of fun with 


There was a scuffling sound that lasted 
many minutes from the cellar below, but 
there are many strange noises about a museum 
and noone paid any particular attention to 
the fun Ralston was having with his new 
snakes.”’ 

After a while the snake charmer, with 
blanched face, staggered up the stairs and 
half fell across the little area way at the top 
of the first landing into the manager’s office. 
The noon performance had just ended and 
the stairs were gorged with people. Instinct- 
ively the crowd fell back. 

„For heaven’s sake, let me through,” yelled 
Ralston. I've had a fight with a rattler and 
he fanged me. Let me though—or I'll die 
here.“ . 

Causes a Stampede in a Crowd. 


Asthe crowd opened to let him through 


some one yelled: “‘The snakes are loose.” 


With the cry came a scene of wild confusion. 
Women screamed and were jostled against 
the walls in the wild attempt of those behind 
to get to the street. Fortunately beyond a 
severe shaking up none in the crowd suffered’ 
injuries of any consequence. | 

C. W. Clifford heard the commotion and 
fushed down into thecellar. All the snakes 
were found securely fastened in the box, 
even the lid of which had been closed down 
and locked. The diamond rattler, which had 
fastened its fangs in Ralston’s hand, was 
lashing itself about in the box, and the inside 
of the cage was one hideous mass of angry 
contortions, in which the lesser reptiles were 
invisibly knotted. The Florida rattler which bit 
Ralston was 6 feet 4 inches in length and as 
hideous a specimen of that venomous tribe 
as was ever captured. 

Immediately after Ralston’s condition be- 
came known he was made unconscious with 
whisky and removed to the County Hospital. 
Here it was found that only one of the rep- 
tile’s fangs had entered his hand, and to this 
fact the snake charmer owed his life,

HAVE A RECORD AS BANK ROBBERS. 


Delta, Colo, Dead Thieves Identified as 
Murderers of Three Cashiers. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 10.—[Special.]— } 


Sheriff Conde of Baker City, Ore., and ex- 
Chief Farley. of Denver have identified the 
dead bank robbers at Delta, Colo., as the men 
who held up President Moffat of the 
First National Bank of 
$22,000 three years ago. The outlaws are 
the McCarthy brothers, who have killed at 
least three bank cashiers and robbed more 
than a dozen banks in Colorado, Wyoming, 
Utah, Montana, Oregen, and Washington in 
the last four years. Their system was to tra vel 
between Colorado and Washington, robbing 


and pillaging. When the chase became too. 


hot they would go to the opposite end of 
their territory and remain quiet on their 
ranches, passing among their neighbors as 
honest farmers.and traders. They had 
ranches of several hundred acres at Telluride, 
Colo., Pleasant Valley, Wyo., and near Baker 
City, Ore.

RECORD DAY AT LINCOLN PARK. 


Crowd of About 80,000 People Visit the

CUT IN THE GRAIN TARIFF. 


Russian Freight Rates to the Austrian 
Frontier Reduced. - 

Sr. Perzrsspure, Sept. 10.—It is announced 
that the freight rates for corn, flour, and 
groats which have been in force since August 
last on the Russian lines to the Aus- 
trian and Roumanlan frontiers are 
about to be reduced by 40 per cent and 
that a notification to that effect will soon be 
published. The Austrian railways also in- 
tend to considerably reduce the through rates 
for Russian cornstuffs to Switzerland and 
Italy, and to abolish the charges for loading 
and unloading and for transfer at connecting 
lines. Other tariff reductions are also im- 
pending. 

The Novoe Vremya interprets the decision 
arrived at by the managers of the Austrian 
railways to reduce their rates for the trans- 
port of goods imported into or exported 
from Russia as an encouragement to that 
country to continue its resistance in the tariff 
war now being waged with Germany, since 
the reduction in the Austrian railway 
rates will, it says, sensibly diminish the inju- 
ry caused to Russian trade by the increase in 
the German customs duties on imports from 


Russia. The journal considers that Austria's 


attitude illastrates the present virtual isola- 
tion. of Germany, whose allies only remain by 
it for the time beingon account of purely po- 
litical interests. : 

The Russian Minister of Finance has in- 
formed,a Berlin firm of corn merchants, in 
reply to a question regarding the applica- 
tion of the principle of vis major to out- 
standing contracts between Germany and 
Russia, that the decision must be left to the 
ordinary law courts, which will settle the 
matter accordmg to the existing statutes 
and the conditions laid down in the private 
agreements.

he had done wrong. Nevertheless, the Prince 
persisted in exposing himself, and he had to 
pay for his selfwill with the severest attack of 
sciatica he has ever had. 

His son William and several family friends 
have lately been summoned to his bedside. 
The Prince’s illness began with a chill after 
his reception to the deputation from Frank- 
fort. This was followed by an attack of gout 
and the dibease called shingles. The Prince 
was anxious early last week to return home 
and the doctors promised to let him go Satur- 
day if his condition were then favorable. He 
was slightly better Wednesday, but his con- 


dition Saturday utterly precluded the idea. of 


a railway journey. 


Police Patrol Colliery District. 

Lonpon, Sept. 10.—In the colliery district Sun- 
day passed without serious disturbances, al- 
though crowds of miners and workingmen gath- 
ered to discuss the situation, and armed police 
and troops continued to patrol the disturbed 
localities.

Wave of Anarchism in Spain. 

Maprip, Sept. 10.—A riot broke out in San- 
tander Saturday during a fire in a populous 
quarter.

The mob 
was finally dispersed by troops. The riot was 
ostensibly caused by a deficiency of water, but it 
is really only another evidence of the wave of 
anarchism passing over Spain. 


Nicaragua Rebels Dispersed. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Sept. 10.—([ Special. }—It 
is officially announced that the handful of rebels 
who were hiding near the Atlantic coast have 
been compelled to disperse. The government is 
about to proclaim full amnesty to all persons 
concerned in the recent uprising, and it is hoped 
this measure will bring about a better feeling. 


Satolli’s Enemies to Be Hunted, 
Rom. Sept. 10.—The Vatican is about to open 
an inquiry of the most searching character into 
the latest opposition to Mgr. Satolliin the United 
States, an opposition which has ramifying influ- 
ences extending to Rome itself. The Vatican has 
resolved to act with the greatest energy upon the 
evidence it has secured in the matter. 


Egyptian Cotton Crop Increasing. 

Lowpon, Sept. 11.—According to the Alexan- 
dria correspondent of the Times the Egyptian 
cotton crop is steadily increasing. The crop 
reached 5.250.000 cantars (a cantar is a little 
over ninety-nine pounds) in the year ended Sept. 
1, as against 4,750,000 cantars in the year ended 
Sept. 1, 1892. ' 


Rioters Killed in Bengal. 
CaLcuTTa, Sept. 10.—An attempt made by 
Hindoos the 6th inst. to capture a number of 
commissariat cattle at Bussul poor, in northwest 
Bengal, resulted in adangerous riot. A company

Federal Paper Money Must Be Maintained 
on a Par with Gold, 

Century Magazine for September: Several 
correspondents in Colorado have objected to 
our statement that silver dollars and certifi- 
cates issued under the Bland-Allison act of 
1878 were like the Treasury notes issued un- 
der the Sherman act of 1890—viz.: redeem- 
able in gold. 

Since we wrote that article two most im- 
portant declarations have been made as to the 
policy of the national administration toward 
silver. The first was given out by President 
Cleveland April 23, and i it he said: The

If our Colorado 
critics will read the language of the Bland act 
in regard. to the silver certificates and then 
read the language of the Sherman act in re- 
rd to the Treasury notes they will see that 
phraseology as to what both shall be re- 
ceivable for is identical in the two cases. Of 
the silver certificates the act says: 
Such certificates shall be receivable for cus- 
toms, taxes, and all public dues, and when so 
received may be reissued.” Of the 
notes the Sherman act says they shall be re- 
deemable on demand in coin, and shall be 
receivable for customs, taxes, and all pub- 
lic dues, and when 80 received may 
be reissued.” It is true that the 
act also says that the silver 
ited for or rn the certifi- 
all be retained in the for 
the payment of the same; but thas does not 
affect their value so long as the government 
adheres to its policy of maintaining gold and 
sil ver at a parity. In fact, the declaration of 
the Sherman act, in regard to the estab- 
lished policy of the United States to maintain 
the two metals upon a parity with each other 
upon the present legal ratio, or such ratio as 
may be provided by law.“ settles the status of 
all silver dollars and silver certificates. They 
all buy a gold dollar's worth of goods, buy a 
gold dollar’s worth of taxes or customs duties, 
and if not technically redeemable in gold are 
practically so, for they are interchangeable 
with Treasury notes, which are so redeem- 
able. They circulate side by side with the 
Treasury notes and national bank notes, and 
are able todo so because government’s 
credit is behind them. 


DRAGGED TO DEATH BY SHARKS. 


A Sailor Sees His Two Shipmates Eaten 
Before Uis Eyes. 
A few days sincé the telegraph brought to 


San Francisco from the north a brief ac- 


count of the tragic death of two sealers, Isa- 
dore and John Sheldon, in Japanese waters, 
and the rescue of Theodore Anderson, who 
was brought from Yokohama to Victoria 
still suffering from his terrible experience. 
Anderson has written to a friend 
a few particulars of the thrilling adventure. 
The three men mentioned left the schooner 
Arieties on June 1, eighty miles. off Yen-os- 
Kuna, and after getting a dozen seals lost 
‘sight of the schooner. At nighfall they heard. 
the vessel’s guns and pulled in the direction 
of the sound, Next morning they heard the 
gans again, but the sound was as far off as 
ever, and finally they lost the schooner alto- 
gether. The adventure is best told in Ander- 
son’s own words: 

„The water every hour was getting worse 
and we could see a gale was rising, so we pre- 
pared for it. We took the fifteen. skins that 
were in the boat with the mast and oars and 
tied them securely to the painter for à sea 
anchor. A shark, however, soon made away 
with the skins, and we were obliged to replace 
them with our guns. As we were lashing the 
ammunition box also to the rope we capsized. 
The air compartments in the ends righted the 
boat at once. All three of us got in again and - 
started‘to bail the boat, but soon had to give 
it up asa bad. job.

An Attempt to Cross the Rhine Will Be 
Opposed to Instruct the Emperor as to 
the Possibilities in Case of a War with 


a Mild War Scare=$ignificance of the 
Visit of the Russian Fleet Said to Be 
Preliminary to Another Loan. 


[UNITED PRESS CABLE.) 

Buntax, Sept. 10.— imperial functions 
at Metz ended with the rs’ banquet last 
evening. The maneuvers also round -the his- 
toric .fortress are closed: Last evening 
masses of troops comprising the Sixteenth 
and Eighth Army Corps and the Fifth Bavar- 
ian Division, a strong army even by them- 
selves, crowded into the town to celebrate 
with a general merry-making the conclusion 
of the week’s fatiguing work. 

Emperor William will attend next the ma- 
neuvers of the Fifteenth and Fourteenth 
Army Corps. The Fifteenth Army Corps, 
which was reviewed in Strasburg yesterday, 
will begin tomorrow its march northward 
along the left bank of the Rhine. Monday or 
Tuesday night its vanguard will reach a point 
southwest of Carlsruhe, and there will oppose 
an attempt of the Fourteenth Corps to cross 
the river. This operation is regarded with 
special interest by the Emperor, as it involves 
the question of getting German armies across 
the Rhine in the next war with France. 

Wednesday the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 


The Wurtemburg maneuvers will open Satur- 
day in the neighborhood. of Ludwigsburg. 
The King of Saxony, the Emperor’s closest 
adviser in military matters, has returned to 
Dresden, but the Italian Crown Prince, the 
Grand Duke of Baden, and most of the other 
Princes who went to the Rhine with the Em- 
peror will remain in the field until the opera- 
tions in West Germany shall be over. From 
his own sham battlefield the Emperor will go 
to Hungary, where he will observe the ma- 
neuvers of Emperor Franz Josef’s soldiers. 


Mild War Scare. 


All these movements of armies over the 
vast areas of Central Europe; Emperor Will- 
iam’s declaration at Metz that the German 
sword would keep Alsace-Lorraine German, 
and the coming visit of the Russian fleet at 
Toulon have tended towards 2 a war 
scare, but, apart from the inflamed language 
of German allies and the usual crop of ca- 
nards in the Paris press, nothing indicates 
that international relations will be 
soon to the breaking point. 

M. Herbette, French Ambassador to Ger- 
many, came back to the embassy for a few 
days; then went away Wednesday on holiday 
leave. Sig. Ressmann, Italian Ambassador 
to France, remains absent from his post. 
Count von Minster, who represents Emperor 
William in Paris, is still at his country seat 
in Hanover. Diplomacy everywhere is in- 
active despite the general pugnacity of the 
press. 

As to the Visit of the Russian Fleet. 


Official opinion in Berlin attaches little 
significance te the prospective visit of the 
Russian squadron in Toulon harbor. Even 
the signs that Russia plans to statior. fifteen 
or twenty men-of-war in the Mediterranean 
excite no fears. These plans are re- 
idle, for Russia  can- 

the concession of a 
naval port from any country on the 
Mediterranean, not even from Monte Negro, 
without war with the maritime powers, prob- 
ably including England. most Russia 
can count on will be the use of some French 
ports. This, however, the country now en- 
joys to a limited extent, and, even with a few 
more privileges, would not be able to weigh 
down the balances against the Triple Alli- 
ance and its possible backer, England. 

These official opinions, as doled out in 
small quantities by the semi-official press, 
are lessening German interest in French 
bluster over the Toulon reception. To peo- 

le in Berlin the simple fact seems to be that 
— after much entreaty, has induced the 
Czar to consent to return the visit of the 
French fleet at Kronstadt. A curious feeling 
of confidence, moreover, has settled over the 
country since the Emperor made his so-called 
sword speech at Metz. His assurance that 
the annexed province would be held forever 
by the German sword went straight to the 
German heart. 


Expresses All Germany’s Feelings. 


„He expressed the feelings of all Ger- 
many,“ says the Nord Deutsch Allgemeine 
Zeitung, and his words will remain a lasting 
memory for our children’s children.“ The 
Ham barget correspondence makes this com- 
ment: It was a genuine, manly German ut- 
terance.”’ : 

The Munich Allgemeine Zeitung, which, as a 
Bismarckian organ, has no love for the Em- 
peror, remarks: 

This was a downright statement of the truth, 
illustrated on the Emperor’s part by no sword 
blow, but by a significant grasping of the hilt. 

he atterance is all the more imposing and ef- 
ective because the Princes and the people of 
Germany stand behind the Emperor in this i 
stance. 

Prelude to a New Russian Loan. 


In financial circles the Toulon demonstra- 
tion is regarded as the prelude to the issue 
of a new 4 per cent gold loan from St. Peters- 
burg. The loan is be offered in Paris and 
Amsterdam. French sentiment helped ab- 
sorb the last Russian loan, although in the 
final reaction much of the loan was thrown 
back on the Czar’streasury. After the Ger- 
man maneuvers and the visit of the Russian 
fleet Dr. Witte, without doubt, expects that 
French sentiment will be a more powerful 
influence in Russia’s favor than ever before. 


Bicycles Approved for War Service. 


Among the innovations tested at the Metz 
maneuvers was the use of bicycles. The 
result was most satisfactory. The bicycle 
service ‘was thoroughly approved by 
the staff, and will be intraduced generally. 
Wheelmen are found especially useful as night 
couriers. They were armed with revolvers, 
and a bayonet was attached to cash machine. 
The dispatches were placed in knapsacks car- 
ried on the backs of the riders. 

The captive balloon having connection by 
telephone with the ground was found to be an 
easy means of observing the enemy’s strength 
and movements, Ihe captive balloon has 
long been used in the German army, but not 
until this fall has it been so contrived as to be 
of much practical use in a battlefield. 


Outcry Over a Religious Circular.

Gold and Silwer Are Commodities. 


The important fact to bear in mind always 
in the consideration of the question is that 
both gold and silver are simply commodities 
the values of which depend upon the ecOnomic 
laws which control » values of all other 
There are 
some peculiar conditions affecting the values 
of silver and gold through these laws; so are 
there peculiar conditions affecting all other 


commodities. They do not in the least degree 


Govern- 
ment cannot by law fix and maintain arbi- 


trary value of gold; neither ‘can it of silver. 


But the government can increase the demand 
for silver by increasing its use as money and 
in that way advance the value. Right at this 
nt, however, it is necessary to consider the 
Wok economics which causes an increase in 
roduction to result from an advance in value. 
n the case of silver, would not this increased 
production more than offset the increased de- 
mand and thus depress the value? The ex- 
perience with the Sherman law justifies a most 
emphatic affimative answer to this question. 
The present low price of silver is the direct 
— * of the increased production, stimulated 
by the advance in price which was temporarily 
established by the increased demand created 
It may be said that the 
adoption of free coinage’ would create a 
reater demand for silver than the 
Shermas law provided for. That is true 
only in a limited sense. The greater aemand 
would continue only so long as the govern- 
ment was able to exchange gold for silver at 
thé agreed ratio, as it would be compelled to 
do in order to maintain a parity, but that 
would only stimulate production all the more 
and the fall would be all the greater. When 
the government should finally be forced to 
cease paying out gold for silver the arbitrary 
value of silver relative to gold could no longer 
be maintained. It would drop to the level 
which the law of supply and demand should 
make for it. That level might be higher or it 
might be lower than the present price. The 
change in standards would have driven all our 
old ffom the money system of the United 
Fiat to Europe, which would easily absorb 
it all. Russia and —*, e are pre- 
paring for resumption, would take every ounce 
of it. But on the other hand, the artificial 
value placed on silver would have increased 
the production of it to such an extent that the 
supply relative to the demand might probably 
be greater than before the change was made. 
The inevitable result of that condition would 
be a fall in the value of silver to a lower level 
than ever, after we had driven away our gold 
and dropped down to the silver standard. 
It is possible that the government —

and silver, which would be established by the 
law of supply and demand as a result of the 
increased demand for silver and the reduced 
demand for gold (say 26 or 27 to 1). If 
so, the experiment of free coinage would be 
fraught with little danger. But the factors 
which, taken together, control the reiative 
values of the two metals are so uncertain and 
so complicated that no human mind is capa- 
ble of learning what this natural ratio would 
be, except by a lucky guess. The adoption of 
the 16 to 1 ratio might not result in a 58 cent 
dollar standard, and it might result in a 
standard much below 58 cents, as now meas- 
ured; that is, under free silver coinage the 
value of 371 grains of pure silver might be 
lower than 58 cents, measured in gold. No 
one can possibly tell. But it would be a risky 
experiment, fraught with serious conse- 
quences. All nations which have tried free coin- 
age of silver since Germany .changed to the 
old standard in 1871-2 have driven out 
their gold, and got in exchange for'it a single

The expediency of independence itself was 
scarcely recognized more promptly than the 
importance of extending the area of the 
nascent commonwealth by annexation. No 
sooner had the 2 of eleven colonies 
met in Congress in Philadelphia in October, 
1774, than the hope was expressed of finding 
coadjutors in all the other British prov- 
inces on our continent. A stirrmg appeal to 
that effect was forthwith add to the 
inhabitants of Quebec, and an active corre- 
spondence with Canadian patriots was be- 
gun by the Massachusetts Committee of 
Safety. In May, 1775, another appeal to the 
inhabitants of Canada from the pen of John 
Jay was ado by Congress. Not long 
afterward an address from the inhabitants of 
several parishes in Bermuda was received. 
In November of the same year inhabitants 
of a district of Nova Scotia applied for ad- 
mission into the Association of the United 
Colonies. In the course of the same twelve 
months Commissioners were sent to indu 
Canadians to accede to a union and to raise 
troops for the Continental army, The result 
was such a number of enlistments that a 
Canadian regiment was organized and a sec- 
ond one was projected. | : 

Original Policy Outlined. 

The plan brought forward by Dr. Frank- 
lin for Articles of Confederation provided for 
the accession of all the other British colonies 


on the continent, that is, Quebep, St. Johns, 


Nova Scotia, East and West Florida, and also 
the Bermuda Islands. It is true that when 
this plan-was reported a year later the pro- 
vision for bri in the other English col- 
onies was stricken out, except so far 
as related to Canada. which was to 
have the right to admission on request. 
The opinion was expressed at this time 
by Samuel .Adams that, had the Dec- 
laration of Independence been madein 1775

I 
knew.“ he said, as well then as I do now 
that all North America must at length be 
annexed to it.“ It seems plain, indeed, that 
had the intention of the Constitu- 
tion been to keep the Union within 
the limits then existing, an express pro- 
hibition to that effect would have been 
inserted. Such was the view taken by Gal- 
latin. when Jefferson consulted him with re- 
gard to the Louisiana negotiations. Such 
was the current opinion at the time when 
many of the authors and acceptors of the Con- 
stitution were still living; and it is well known 
that the purchase of the Louisiana territory 
for $15,000,000 met with general approval. 
When, sixteen years later, we bought the Flor- 
idas from Spain for $5,000,000, John Mar- 
shall, Chief Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court, decided that the right of our 
Federal Government to wage war and make 
treaties necessarily implied the right to ac- 
quire new territory, whether by conquest or 
purchase. 

The somewhat different question of the ab- 
sorption of a foreign sovereignty was raised 
in 1836 by the application of the Republic of 
Texas for admission into the Union. In this 
case, as is well known, annexation was ul- 
timateiy effected not by treaty, but by virtue 
of an act of Congress, corroborated by a 
similar act on the part of the Texan Legisla- 
ture. Even before the acquisition of Texas 
the importance of obtaining Cuba had been 
urged. John Quincy Adams, when Secretary 
of State under President Monroe, declared in 
-his instructions to our Minister to Spain that 
Cuba and Puerto Rico were natural append- 
ages to ourcontinent, and that Cuba had be- 
come an object of transcendent moment to 
the commercial and political interests of our 
Union.

CAUSE OF MUCH IDLENESS AND CRIME. 


Foreign Controlled Labor Unions Prevent 
Americin Boys from Learning Trades. 
[By the Editor of the “Century” Jor September.] 
We have shown in previous articles in this 
series that American boys, partly because of 
the passing away of the apprentice system, 
and partly because of the hostility of the for- 
eign controlled labor unions, are virtually ex- 
cluded from the mechanical trades. In the 
present article we shall endeavor to show 
what an injustice this exclusion is to the boys, 
and how serious are the consequences to the 
moral welfare of the whole country. We are 
bringing up our boys, or a as | large propor- 
tion of them, in enforced idleness, turning 
over the fields of honorable and useful toil to 
foreigners, nearly all of whom are ignorant 
and depraved, and fewof whom have any 
sympathy with American institutions and 
ways of life. What are the consequences? 
We will let statistics speak on this point. 
Through the courtesy of Mr. Robert P. Por- 
ter the Superintendent of the Census, we have 
been allowed to examine the advance proof 
sheets of the statistics relating to pauper- 
ism and crime which have been col- 
lected and 1 by the Rev. Frederick H. 
Wines, and which will be published some 
time durmg the present year as one of the vol- 
umes of the forthcoming eleventh census. 
These tables show that thé number of white 
male prisoners in all the prisons, peniten- 
tiaries, and reformatory institutions in the 
United States in 1890 was 52,894. Of this 
number 38,156 were native-born; of 20,101 
of these native-born, both parents were native; 
of 2,729 of them, one parent was native; of 
3,560 of them, the nativity of one or both 
parents was unknown; of 11,766, both 
parents were foreign-born. Only 13,869 of 
the 52,894 prisoners were foreign-born. That 


is to say, nearly three-fourths ot the convicted | 


criminals in the United States are born in 
this country, more than half of them of 
American parents, only a little more than 
one-fourth being foreign-born. | 

This is a 3 exhibit, but before com- 
menting upon it let us examine the figures 
which Mr. Wines has collected as to the oc- 
cupations of prisoners at the time of convic- 
tion. Of the 52,894 it appears that 81.426 
had no trade whatever, and of this 31,426 no 
fewer than 23,144 were native born. That 
is to say, nearly three-fourths of those who 
had become criminals through lack of vccu- 

tion were Americans. t us goa little 
urtner with Mr. Wines’ valuable statistics 
and examine the ages of the prisoners at the 


time of conviction. We find that 11.758 


were between 20 and 24 years, 10,642 be- 
tween 25 and 29 years, 7,815 between 30 
and 34 years, 5,716 between 35 and 
39 years, or a total of 36,126 be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 40—that is, 
nearly three-fourths of the whole. The aver- 
age age of all prisoners was less than 82 
years; of native-born it was about 30 years, 
and of foreign born it was about 31. Mr. 
Wines says;ina special bulletin on homi- 
cide, that of 4,425 whites charged with that 
crime in 1890, 3,157 were born in the 
United States, and he adds: More than 
four-fifths have no trade. The foreign-born 
and their children have much more generally 
acquired a trade than the native whites.” 

hese figures tell their own story with such 
startling plainness that comment upon them 
seems scarcely necessary. What they show 
is that American boys are becoming crimi- 
nals and filling our prisons, because of lack df 
occupation. They are denied the privilege of 
learning a trade, are brought up in idleness, 
and turned into the world with no 
means of earning an honest livelihood It 
is an old story that idleness leads to 
vice and crime. In all our large cities there 
are thousands of boys coming to manhood 
every year who are denied the opportunity to 
fit themselves for upright, industrious, and 
useful lives because the doorway to every 
trade is shut and barred against them, It is 
in the large cities that the apprentice rules 
are most nearly prohibitive, yet it is these 
cities which offer the best field for mechan- 
ical labor, for the best work is done there. If 
a boy cannot learn his trade there he cannot 
learn it thoroughly anywhere on the appren- 
tice plan. It is to the cities that the swarms 
of foreign laborers come, os ready ad- 
mission to all trade unions, and filling the 
places which American boys would have were 
they permitted to learn the trades. 

As a nation we are shutting our own sons 
out of the field of American labor, thus filling 
our prisons and reformatories and aimshouses 
with them, and are letting into that field for 
full possession hordes of foreigners who make 
it a menace to the safety of American institu- 
tions and a constant peril to the peace and 
welfare of American society. Is this an en- 
lightened policy for a nation to follow? Can 
we bring up our own sons to lives of idlenesss 
and crime and not reap the S in 
widespread national humiliation disaster? 
Can we hope to make better citizens out of the 
Socialists and Anarchists and other degraded 
and disorderly elements of foreign countries 
than we can make out of our sons? If we 
could perform this miracle, should we still not 
be guilty of ‘gross, heartless, and shameless 
neglect of our own offspring? 

evil consequences increase with every 

year. Statistics of crime show that the pro- 
rtion of criminals to population has been 
increasing steadily and rupidiy since 1850. 
In that year we had one criminal to every 
3,500 of population. In 1890 we had one for 
every 786.5 of population. This is an increase 
of 445 per cent in criminals as compared with 
an increase of 170 per cent in population. We 


cannot charge this increase to our large for- 


eign immigration, because, as the figures 
cited by us show, nearly three-fourths of all 
our criminals are native- born. 

Aside from all moral and political aspects 
of the case, the pecuniary cost of such a policy 
is a serious matter, There are fifty large peni- 
tentiaries and over 17,000 county jails in the 
country, as well as almost innumerable other 
places of imprisonment.

HEAVY DECLINE OF CROP PERCENTAGE. 


| All Cereal Products Show Falling Off Since 


August Report. 
Wasuinatonr, D. C., Sept. 9.— The Septem- 
ber report of the statistician of the Depart- 


‘ment of Agriculture shows a decline in the 


condition of corn to 76.7 from 87.0 in the 
month of August and 93.2 in July. The 
present condition is 75 in Kentucky, 64 in 
Ohio, 65 in Michigan, 59 in Indiana, 64 in 
Illinois, 96 in Iowa, 92 in Missouri, 74 in 
Kansas, and 71 in Nebraska. In comparison 
with these reports of the last ten years only 
three were lower, 70.1 in 1890, 72.3 in 1887, 
and 76.6 in 1886. In same month in 
1892 the condition was 79.8, or nearly three 
points higher than the present month. Gen- 
eral decline has been caused by widely-pre- 
vailing drought.
